TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — Red 
Chinese gum reopened their ar

Nationalist supply ship at a Quem 
oy beach hut making no attempt 
to menace U.S. warships offshore 
The 
artillery 
bombardment 
ending a 24 day hill in the vest 
pocket war, came after National­ 
ist jets fought a furious air battle 
with Red MIGS off the mainland 
near Swatow this morning. The 
Nationalists claimed seven MIG* 
•hot down and two damaged. 
The 
Red artillery 
attack was 
concentrated 
on 
Quemoy 
beach 
areas. The supply ship suffered 
two direct hits and exploded. Of­ 
ficials here said it may hava been 
destroyed. 
Presumably the ship was es 
coiled to Quemoy by U. S. war 
ships. U. S headquarters here re­ 
fused to confirm or deny that the 
supply shin was escorted to Quem 
oy. 
A 
blanket of 
secrecy was 
thrown over escort operations. 
But the Nationalists indicated 
U. S. destroyers were near Quem 
oy at the time of the bombard 
ment and well inside Red China's 
newly proclaimed 12-mile sea bor 
er. 
The heaviest concentration of 
fire was reported on the Quemoy 
beaches in an apparent attempt 
to stop unloading of supplies 
The Nationalist defense minis 
try said the red guns unleashed a 
very heavy bombardment in the 
early afternoon but that the vol 
ume of fire became sporadic later 
The Nationalist held Tan Isleta 
nearby also were targets, along 
with Quemoy and adjacent Little 
Quemoy.

Business Chalks Plus Signs 
Following Labor Day Turn

NEW YORK (A» — Plus signs 
dot th* business scene today. 
The advent of Labor Day sig­ 
nalled th* start of the fall season 
—busiest of the year for many 
businessmen. 
Memories 
of 
recession 
faded 
fast. Consumers, cheered by signs 
of recovery, stepped up their buy­ 
ing in the nation's retail store. 
Manufacturers of a host of prod­ 
ucts ranging from bulldozers to 
stereophonic hi-fi sets reported a 
rising flow of incoming 
orders. 
The frenzied inventory knockdown 
of recent months seemed to have 
slowed to a crawl. 
The picture was 
not 
entirely 
cloudless. 
Uncertainties 
loomed 
on the far horizon — the threat of 
a crippling auto strike, the chance 
that a swing toward tight money 
might nip recovery in the bud, the 
disturbing possibility of new war­ 
like moves around Formosa. 
But by and large,

was 
every indication 
that 
the 
post- 
Labor Day pickup would continue. 
Although bogged down in labor 
difficulties, the auto industry was 
betting heavily on a good y ta r in 
1959. 
L. L. Colbert, president of re­ 
cession-plagued 
Chrysler 
Corp., 
declared:

and planning for a year in which

WASHINGTON (AP) - This is 
one of the important weeks In 
American history. The Supreme 
Court, meeting TTiursday, must do 
two things: 
1. Give a decision which will af­ 
fect the whole course of public 
school integration 
2. Decide a critical principle in 
law 
enforcem ent: 
w hether 
mob 
violence and com m unity antago­ 
nism can block a court order. 
Specifically, the court will only 
be hearing argum ents on the Lit­ 
tle Rock school board’* request to 
delay integration in Central High 
2H year*. 
The reason: the opposition of 
Little Rock's white people to inte­ 
gration. 
But the far-reaching effect of 
the 
Suprem e 
Court’s 
decision— 
w hatever it*ls—can be seen from 
this: 
Several federal district judges— 
faced with opposition to Integra 
tion in their districts this year—in­ 
dicate they’ll be 
guided by 
the 
court s decision. 
Integration in Central High be­ 
gan last Septem ber under order of 
a federal judge Then cam e mob 
violence and growing hostility in 
Little Rock. 
A rkansas Gov. Orval E Faubus 
blocked the court order with N a­ 
tional G uardsm en who kept Ne­ 
groes out of the school. He said 
he did it to prevent violence. 
Then, to back up the court order 
by seeing to it the Negroes got 
into school, President Eisenhower 
had to keep federalized National 


Guardsmen la Little Rock all jraar. 
Some 
month* 
ago the 
board 
asked, and got from, another fed­ 
eral district Judge a 2^-year de­ 
lay. This was overruled by the 
U.S. 8th Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Thus the case cam e to the Su­ 
preme Court for a final ruling. 
The Circuit Court pointed out 
the broad im plications of giving 
Little Rock a delay 
sim ply 
be­ 
cause of opposition to a court or­ 
der by white people living there: 
“ An impossible situation could de­ 
velop. 
Every 
school district In 
which integration ii publicly op­ 
posed by overt acts would have 
justifiable excuse’ to petition the 
courts for deity and suspension of 
integration programs.*’ 
The court said a delay for Little 
Rock “ would amount to an open 
invitation to elem ent! in other dis­ 
tricts to overtly act out public op­ 
position through violent and un­ 
lawful m eans.” 
It so happens Little Rock’* Cen­ 
tral High provides a classic test 
of how long com munity opposition 
can delay a court order and hence 
law enforcem ent. 
The reason: 
Integration didn’t 
begin there haphazardly but ca re­ 
fully and according to prescribed 
conditions laid down by the Su­ 
prem e Court, 
The court, instead of saying in­ 
tegration had to begin everyw here 
at once, took into account the fact 
that getting it started one place 
might be more difficult than In an­ 
other because of difference! In 
public attitudes.

So It laid integration must be­ 
gin with “all deliberate speed"— 
a carefully vague phrase—and left 
it up to the various federal dis­ 
trict judges to decide w’hen inte­ 
gration in their district! should 
begin. 
The federal judge in Little Rock 
didn’t act arbitrarily. The school 
board worked on an integration 
plan which it felt could be carried 
out peacefully, starting in 1957 and 
ending in 19«3. 
The federal district Judge then, 
after consultation with the board, 
approved the plan and ordered It 
to begin last Septem ber. 
I f s possible—but highly unlike­ 
ly—the Suprem e Court will perm it 
the 
public 
opposition 
In 
Little 
Rock to persuade it to grant the 
2H year delay. 
It s possible—hut 
perhaps

likely— that the court will now 
spell out just what it m eans by 
the phrase “ all deliberate speed" 
as a guide to federal Judges who 
have to m ake decisions on when to 
integrate in their districts. 
One thing is certain: Although 
the Suprem e Court outlawed pub­ 
lic school segregation in 1954, in­ 
tegration 
has 
been 
far 
from 
speedy. 
The New York Time* reports 
that of 2.892 biracial districts in 
this country, only 792 have been 
integrated.
